The Forest and its l^emies. 

How to protect the foresta of Bri- 
tish Columbia against the ravages of 
their arch enemy,fire, is a consideration 
of sufficient importance to claim tho 
earnest alUnlaoBi <Sf our legislators. 
The time seems to have passed away 
when the forests of North. America 
Tvero regarded only as an obstruction 
to human progress and well-being 
which it was considered desirable to 
get rid of by any and every nieanH. Ifc 
can hardly be doubted thattho softlovof 
half a century ago, viewing Lis woll-tiin- 
bered eatatg, would gladly Lavo ivuccdod 
to the proposition of some seomiiig friend- 
ly genii to metiiinorphose it into a trco- 
lesi, rootless prairio. ]3ut fifty years' o.x- 
porionco luis tauj.;lit tlio valiuiof troos; and 
now forests, pLuitod by lumiun liiind, ara 
iilroud^- spriiiRing up whore onco stood 
tbo primeval forest so rutliloasly destroy- 
ed by the improvident hand of unthink- 
ing man. The forest -wealth of British 
Columbia, who shall coiupiitc it V It is 
not confined to the seaboard, wlieni'c it 
can, with so much facility and in such 
wondrous quantity, bo sliijipod to for- 
eign markets; although its cliiof ooiiiiiier- 
cial valuo doubtless lies there. Looking 
to tho various needs of man, every fir, 
cedar, oak, has its own proper valuo 
throughout tho length and hroadth of tho 
land, i'iro is the great despoilor of our 
forests. This is the case on tlie other 
side of tho continent; but it is ospm'ially 
80 here, where the more highly resinous 
properties of our woods render the forests 
of British Columbia tempting food for 
tho Firo Fiend. How shall the forests ho 
protected against tho ravages of firo V Tho 
question is, wo will admit, no easy one to 
answer. And yet it must ho an.swored. 
Under any circumstances, legislation f(n- 
tho protection of forests against tlie ra- 
vages of fire is difficult. But it would ho 
idle to deny that nncommon diHiculties 
are presented in this country, — ditlioul- 
tios arising chiefly from tho paucity of 
civilized, and the predominenco of unei- 
vilized population. It is dillicult to ro- 
gulato by Act of Parliament tho use of 
fire in a now and, for tho most i)art, wild 
country, even in the hands of civiii/.ed men. 
How muohmoro dillicult must it be when 
one comes to deal with tho untutored sa- 
vage, wlioso realization of jjorsonal re- 
sponsibility to society is as dull as his 
notions of the laws of economy are crude V 
These children of tho forest would bo 
slow to submit to restraint in tho use of 
firo in forests thoy call their own— to un- 
derstand why they should be required to 
observe the utmost caro in lighting their 
camp fire in tho dry season, and in extin- 
guishing tho last 3i)ark, when striking 
camp. The Indians have a quasi-super- 
stitious belief in the efficacy of smoke to 
bring salmon up the streams. In jnirsu- 
anco of this belief it is customary fur tho 
Indians of tho interior to start lircs, which 
frequently result in widos})rcad and in- 
calculable destruction of forest wealth. 
Tliis superstition would doubtless bo dilli- 
cult to overcome. It would not easily be 
brought within the bounds of legislative 
restriction. It will readily bo seen that 
the task of protecting our forest wealth 
against the ravages of lire will prove to I)o 
no easy one. But, whore so much is at 
stake, men must not hesitate oven in the 
])rosenco of such difficulties as these. 
Scarcely a season passes that docs not wit- 
ness the deBfcrnotion of millions of forest 
wealth from the careless use, or, more 
often, tho wanton misuse of fire. Hiiall 
no effort be made to stay this fearful 
waste ? It would probably bo unwise to 
atteinjjt the enactment of a general law 
which would at once embrace tho entire 
Province. Perhaps it might be found de- 
sirable to enact a law, only to be opora- 
tivo in such districts as might seek to 
como under its provisions, as is the case 
with several law.'? now on tlie statute-lidok. 
But, in whatever way it may be cousider- 
od that tho object shall bo best accom- 
j)lishod, let the country determine that a 
beginning shall Ijo maile at onco.

"W. Boll ^Y;ls cai-riL'tl out yustorday in tbo 
gaol yard, in tho presoiii'o of aboiib 100 
persona, iu(.•ludiu^,' tho lligli RliorilT, tho 
jMayor, the Police ;uid tho Koportora for 
fio Press. Th(i jjrisoiujr, who was atteiidoJ 
Cy llov, ~Slv. i'olhiiil, SL'iMue.l perfectly ro- 
sigusd and eoinposod to his fate. IJuring 
tho night he was very restless, awakenipg 
frecpiently and tossing on Ma bod. At 
al)ent 6 o'clock ho was awnkoned and in- 
formed that tho dread hour was approacli- 
ijlf^. He was perfectly calm and colloctoil. 
Ho declined to oat any lireakfast, but 
gratefully aceoptod and ilniuk a bow] of 
\o:i. Ivev. Mr. Pollard thou prayed. for 
]5ell, tho convict joining forventh-. Boll 
assist(^d the executioner, and obsorviug 
J^liat his hand trembled and he appealed 
ii;^itatod, Bell said — "AVhat aro you trem- 
bling for ? Are yon afraid? L am not 
afraid ! Why sliouhl you bo ? " When 
told to walk' across the yard to tlio brick 
building, he complied with aocHning 
alacrity. His sfcjp was firm, lio liokl 
liis head erect and hia appeaiauco wan 
that of a man who was starting on a 
journoy at the end of which ho expected 
to tind entire happim^sH and rcpo.so.

It i.s a matter of regret that, tho Institnto

The river 
Peiho is ii foot higher than it was last 
year, and u sLrouo current is running 
iu some places. About the "Vegetable 
Bend" the curreiit is nearly seven knots. 
Tlio steainersaro now tiiidiiig'it tedious 
and dillicult work- getting u]). Tho 
Hliautuiig was eleven hours' hard Hteain- 
iug from Takii. Should the river con- 
tinue to riso tlie Taku Road will bo un- 
der water.
